c) expansion means for engaging said first transmitting means and said second 
transmitting means and for exerting force distracting said first transmitting means 
fi'om said second transmitting means, 

wherein each of said first transmitting means, said second transmitting means and said 
expansion means comprises a biodegradable, bicerodible or bioresorbable material; 

further wherein said expansion means is configured to be disengaged fiom said first 
transmitting means and said second transmitting means. 

Claim 2 (Original}: The connective tissue distraction device of claim 1» wherein said first 
transmitting means comprises a structore for attachment to bone. 

Claim 3 (Original): The connective tissue distraction device of claim 2, wherein said structure 
for attachment to bone comprises at least in part a biodegradable, bicerodible or bior^orbable 
materiid. 

Claim 4 (Original): The connective tissue distraction device of claim 2, wherein said structure 
for attachment to bone is a plate. 

Claim 5 (Previously Amended): The connective tissue distraction device of claim 2, wherein 
said structure for attachmoit to bone comprises at least one screw* 
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Claim 6 (Original): The connective tissue distraction device of claim 5, wherein said screw is 
at l^t in part biodegradable, bioeiodible or bioresorbable matedal. 

Claim 7 (Original): The connective tissue distraction device of claim 1 , wherein the second 
transicitting means comprises a structure for attachment to bone. 

Claim 8 (Original): The connective tissue distcBCtion device: of claim 7, wherdn said structure 
for attachment to bone is at least in part a biodegradable, bioerodible or bioresorbable material: 

Claim 9 (Original): TTie connective tissue distraction device of daim 7, wherein the struck 
for attachment to bone is a plate. 

Claim 10 (Previously Amended); The connective tissue distraction device of claim 7, wherein 
said structure ibr attadmient to bone comprises at least one screw. 

Claim 1 1 (Original): The connective tissue distraction device of claim 10, wherein said screw is 
at least in part a biodegradable, bioerodible or bioresorbable material. 

Claim 12 (Previously Amended): The connective tissue distraction device of claim 1, wherdn 
at least one of the jSrst transmitting means, second transmitting m eans or the e^q^ansion means 
comi^se a malleable or heat malleable material. 

Claim 1 3 (Previously Amended): The connective tissue distraction device of claim 1 , wherein 
said first transmitting means is configured to transmit force to connective tissue. 

Claim 14 (Previously Amended): The connective tissue distraction device of claim 1, wfaereixi 
said first transmitting means is configured to transmit force to bone. 

Claim 15 (Previously Amttxded): The connective tissue distraction device of claim 1» wherein 
said second transmitting means is configured to transmit force to connective tissue. 
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Claun 16 (Previously Ameuded): The connective dssue distraction device of claim 1, wherein 
said second txwsmitting means is configured to transmit force to bone.

Claim 23 (Previously Amended): The connective tissue distraction device of claim 19, 
wherein tiie connective tissue distraction device is implantable in a subject. 

Claim 24 (Previously Amended): The connective tissue distraction device of claim 23, 
wherein at least a portion of the activation means is configured to be external to the subject 

Cla im 25 (Original): A method of distracting a first tissue region and a second tissue region, 
comprising: implanting the connective tissue distraction device of claim 1 into a subject and 
distracting the first tissue region and the second tissue region.
